The  bowknot  design  in  illustration  re¬ 
quire*  simpl?  the  applicattoffi  of  the 
braid,  of  which  two  pattern*  are  need, 
one  for  th*  border  and  the  other,  more 
delicate  in  effect,  for  the  bowknote.  and 
then  the  completion  of  the  work  by 
TTwwnji  of  a  buttonhole  stitching  all 
around  the  braid,  the  edging  being  alao  of 
buttonholing  worked  in  noallop*.  no  other 
stitch  being  employed  upon  this  piece  of 
work,  which  is  nevertheless  particularly 
pretty  and  quaint  both  in  shape  and  de¬ 
sign,  says  The  Ladies’  Home  Journal 

In  all  pieces  and  for  every  design 
which  is  equal  in  height  and  width, 
whether  round  or  square  in  shape,  the 
work  i*  started  upon  aa  accurately  cut 
square  of  linen-  The  linen  is  then  care¬ 
fully  doubled  over  and  creased  both  up 
and  down,  across  and  diagonally,  in  or¬ 
der  to  divide  it  into  eight  equal  parts, 
and  thus  using  these  marks  as  guides  to 
insure  an  accurate  setting  of  the  braid 
in  position.  Measure  the  distance  at 
which  it  u  nepeasary  to  place  the  braid 
to  start  each  section  of  the  design— 
namely,  about  nine  incbe*  from  the  cen¬ 
ter  of  the  linen— then,  counting  the  divi¬ 
sions  of  the  braid,  notice  that  fifteen  are 
required  for  each  quarter  of  th*  mat.  the 
middle  or  eighth  one  coming  exactly  on 
the  diagonal  dividing  mark,  and  being 
placed  by  measurement  fifteen  inches 
from  the  centers 

These  eight  points  being  correctly 
formed,  the  curving  of  the  braid  and 
Imating  it  carefplly  in  position  should 
prbve  an  easy  matter,  but  too  much  em¬ 
phasis  cannot  be  laid  on  the  importance 
of  getting  the  shape  of  the  mat  pqepcrly 
and  accurately  made.  The  placing  of 
the  sections  of  thfeoraid  pointing  inward.

board*.  If  yonr  bouse  is  heated  by  a 
stove,  put  tour  instrument  In  a  room 
without  a  srove — in  one  that  i*  heated 
from  an  adjoining  room  U  you  have 
•team  or  furnace  heat,  you r  piano  will 
do  better  if  kept  in  a  room  that  is  not 
quite  warm  enough  for  comfort. 

“Yon  know  the  sounding  board ^Kh* 
bfe  of  a  piano — is  forced  into  the  case 
when  it  i*  made  so  tightly  that  it  bulge* 
op  in  the  center.  The  wood  is  suppos'd 
to  be  as  dry  as  poeeible,  but  of  course  it 
contains  some  moisture  and  gathers  a 
lot  more  ou  damp  days  and  in  handling. 
Now’,  when  you  put  a  piano,  in  an  over¬ 
heated  dry  room  all  this  moisture  is 
dried  out.  aud  the  board  gets  flabby  and 
finally  crack*. 

“How  can  yon  prevent  it?  Easily 
enough.  Keep  a  growing  plant  in  the 
room,  and  as  long  as  your  plant  thrive* 
your  piano  ought  to,  or  else  there  is  some¬ 
thing  wrong  with  it.  Just  try  it  and  see 
how  much  tnore  water  you  will  have  to 
pour  on  the  flower  in  the  room  where 
yonr  piano  is  than  on  the  plant*  in  any 
other  room; 

“Every  ou«  ha*  observed,  after  pur¬ 
chasing  a  new  piano,  that  it  soon  ta^es  on 
a  du*l.  smoky  appearance;  To  remove 
this  use  a  fine  sjgmge,  tepid  water  ;md 
castile  soap  Go  over  the  case  a  little  at 
a  time.  The  water  alone,  with  the  soap, 
will  usually  be  all  that  Is  needed.  A 
chamois  skin,  a*  dry  as  can  be  rung  out 
of  water,  should  be  used  to  dry  the  sur¬ 
face  lifter  using  the  sponge.  For  old

is  Jast  half  too  narrow  even  now  for  this 
year's  mode,  and  by  the  time  the  flowers 
blobm  in  the  spring  they  will  be  like  a 
shirt  at  the  third  washing — quite 
out  of  sight.  The  New  York  Sun  faah- 
mh  writer  says  the  authorities  disagree 
iffito  the  dimensions  of  the  skirt  proper, 
some  insisting  on  the  circumference  of 
yards,  others  on  a  4-yard  measure. 
The  number  of  breadths  required  varies, 
too,  in  like  manner:  bat  the  goklen 
mean,  the  happy  average,  includes  the 
mystic  number  seven. 

.  Them  seven  breadths  are  arranged  so 
that  each  one  folded  in  the  middle  is 
sloped  off  at  the  top,  measuring  twenty - 
two  inches  at  the  bottom  and  not  much 
over  half  as  wide  at  the  tope  The  skirt 
is  gathered  to  the  belt  in  front  and 
gathered  again  at  the  back  with  a  short 
stitch  and  a  long  one  to  get  the  fullness 
into  a  small  space.  No  balayeuse  is 
needed,  but  many,  women  are  so  attached 
to  the  pretty  inner  ruffles  that  they  cling 
to  them  still. 

Authorities  disagree,  too,  as  to  the 
feasibility  of  using  a  stiff  finish  at  the 
edge,  for  the  petticoat  is  now  trimmed

rangement.  In  sewing  down  the  braid 
it  has  to  be  firmly  basted  on  the  outride 
at  each  turn,  and  on  the  inner  edge  gath¬ 
ered  with  a  fine  thread  in  order  to  make 
it  lie  flat.  The  center  of  each  l*>wknot 
is  formed  by  a  piece  of  the  braid  used  in 
the  border.  The  work  being  thus  pre¬ 
pared,  the  buttonholing  may  be  com¬ 
menced. 

In  the  pieces  sketched  here  Japan 
wash  silk  was  employed  for  the  purpose. 
Except  for  the  outer  edge,  the  button¬ 
holing  is  done  in  one  long  and  two  short 
stitches,  with  care  that  each  stitch  is 
taken  exactly  at  right  angle*  to  the  edge 
twhich  is  being  sewn  down,  a  slantwise 
or  uneven  direction  of  the  silk  giving  a 
very  undesirable  effect.  F or  the  scalloped 
edge,  the  linen  is  douhled  under  to  give 
an  added  firmness,  having  been  pre¬ 
viously  cut  to  the  necessary  shape  and 
adze,  following  the  outline  of  the  mat. 
When  all  the  work  is  finished,  the  linen 
is  cut  away  from  beneath  the  braid  and 
the  edges  neatly  trimmed  with  a  pair  of 
sharp  scissors. 

Finally  the  piece  must  be  carefully 
pressed  in  the  following  manner:  Lay 
the  work  right  side  downward  on  an 
ironing  board  covered  with  a  clean  flan¬ 
nel;  wet  a  piece  of  very  thin  muslin  with 
water,  wring  it  ont  as  dry  a*  possible, 
lay  it  over  the  wrong  ride  of  the  work 
and  then  iron  it  until  the  muslin  is  quite 
dry.  Strip  tie  muslin  off,  and  the  linen 
should  tie  perfectly  smooth  and  without 
creases.  The  work  may  be  repeatedly 
laundered  without  injury.

Organised  labor  in  Chicago,  os  repre¬ 
sented  by  the  Trade  aud  Labor  assem¬ 
bly  and  the  Building  Trades  council,  U 
taking  steps  for  tin*  erection  of  a  large 
buildiug  to  be  known  a*  a  labor  temple. 
The  idea  Is  to  have  a  number  of  hall* 
and  assembly  rooms  in  the  building, 
which  will  l>c  leased  to  unions  for  meet¬ 
ing  places.  There  will  also  lie  estab¬ 
lished  a  free  employment  bureau,  with 
quarters  in  the  temple,  and  there  will 
be  office  rooms  for  the  labor  organisa¬ 
tions  requiring  headquarter*.  Shares 
in  the  building  association  are  placed  at 
live  dollars  each,  and  they  will  be  sold 
only  to  trades  unionist*  and  labor  or¬ 
ganization*. 

Just  at  present  there  is  a  little  bitch 
about  a  certain  plot  of  ground  to  which 
the  Trade  assembly  lays  claim.  Ten 
years  ago  the  city  council  of  Chicago 
gave  to  organized  labor  the  south  half  of 
Dearborn  jiark,  a  piece  of  land  about 
half  the  size  of  an  ordinary  city  block, 
frontlugon  Wabash  a venuo  and  bounded 
uorth  and  south  by  Randolph  and  Wash¬ 
ington  streets  respectively.  Arrange¬ 
ment*  were  begun  at  that  tim*  for  the 
erection  of  a  labor  temple,  bat  adjoining 
property  holders  filed  an  injunction,
